New Departments Added to 
the Public Library.

The Board of Directors of the Los An­ 
geles Public Library m et yesterday after­ 
noon, President G. A, Dohinaon in the 
chair, and Directors E . W . Jonea, J. 
Mills Davies and H . Jay H anchette and 
Miss Kelso, the Librarian, present. 
The Book Committee reported that it 
had been hard at work daring the last 
month ; that liata of booka needed in the 
library had 
been prepared and bide 
aeked for the sam e; that back numbers 
of tbe principal magazines had been or­ 
dered for the reference departm ent and 
were on the w ay; that a large num ber of 
the works included in the Bohn library 
had been ordered, and that the commit­ 
tee found ifca tim e well occupied iu aa- 
certaining the needs of the library. 
Tne Auditing Committee reported on 
a num ber of dem ands, which were ap­ 
proved. 
The Librarian, Miss Kelso, reported 
that during the 29 days in the m onth of 
September in w hich the library was 
open, 665 new hooks had been added to 
the lib rary ; th a t 265 new nam es had 
been signed to the register; th at 4,761 
books and periodicals had been used, of 
which 1,343 were taken home, and 3,416 
used in tl^e reading-room s; th at on the 
1st of September there were on the 
shelves, exclusive of Government re­ 
ports, 1,864 books which, with the 665 
books added, make a total of 5,511 books 
for circulation. The report was received 
and filed. 
A communication was received from 
the City Clerk stating that the elevator 
could be run at night providing the 
li­ 
brary pay one-fourth of the additional 
expense. 
It wae decided that the Clerk 
subm it to the Council a proposition to 
pay $25 per m onth toward tbe additional 
expense of running the elevator between 
the hours of 5 and 9 :30 p. m. 
The following resolutions were then 
unanimously adopted: 
Wujubeas, There la iu Los Angeles no art col- 
lectiou for th e public benefit, and 
Whkbbas, It is tho general d e s ir _ _______ 
portion of tb e m auy enhteus w tioare interested 
in art th at there should be added to th e Public 
Library an a rt departm ent, therefore be it 
Resolved, T hat the sum of $150 be set aside 
for the purchase of photographs, etchings, en­ 
gravings, etc.. of th e works of th e m aaters. and 
th at th e m atter bo under th e direction of the 
Book Comm ittee 
Whereas, T here la In the city of Los Angeles 
a atore or library w here all th e works of the 
great m usicians can be obtained; and 
Whereas. There are at least 10,000 people, 
including cbiidreu,w ho arc receiving a m usical 
education; aud 
W hereab, The study of the workB of the 
m ustera form s oue of th e m ost necessary parts 
of th e Btudeut’B education, aud, 
W h ere as, It ts the desire of not only the 
m usic teachers and th e m usicians, but of the 
•arents th at there bo added to th e P ublic Li- 
>rary a m usical D epartm ent; therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat tho sum of $350 be set aside 
for the purchase by th e Book Com m ittee of the 
works of the m asters, an d th a t w heu received 
these works be circulated u n d er th e rules pro­ 
vided for "seveu-day” books. 
Director Davies brought up the m atter 
of canvassing the city for books, and he 
w hb appointed as Chairm an of a com­ 
mittee to prepure and present a plan for 
adoption at the next meeting. 
Tbe board then adjourned.

The case of Cohn against Cohn came 
up before Judge McKinley yesterday for 
trial. 
Mrs. Silvia Cohn prays for c 
divorce from her husband, Isaac Cohn 
The m an did not appear in person, and 
his attorney stated that he would not 
introduce 
any testimony nor cross­ 
examine the witnesses p at on by the 
plaintiff; th at he merely appeared to 
i ¡uard the property interests of his client, 
le confessed it would be Impossible for 
the parties to live any longer together as 
man and wife. 
Mrs. Cohn told her 
story 
since 
marriage and it is a sad one. 
She 
married Isaac Cohn in her birthplace, 
Warsaw, Poland, in 1864. They came 
to America about five years later. Two 
years ago she came to Los Angeles from 
Albuquerqoe, Now Mexico. 
She has 
seven children, five of whom are now 
taking care of them selves, and two 
bright little girls of 12 and 10 are with 
her. 
For years 
she 
alleges Cohn 
has abused her, beaten her, called her 
foul nam es and threatened to kill her. 
He has neglected to care for her, but she 
has been obliged to toil like a slave for 
herself and her children. W hen Cohn 
left Albuquerqne he had incurred liabili­ 
ties am ounting to $400, 
The business 
had been run in the woman’s nam e. She 
remained and by hard work paid off all 
the debts, and then came on here to Los 
Angeles. 
W hen she told Isaac that she 
had paid off all the debts, ho cursed her 
for doing so, instead of bringing the 
money to him . All this came to a head 
on the first of last November when Cohn 
came home to where the family lived 
Bellevue avenue, and after curs­ 
ing his wife for not having a bet­ 
ter dinner, he 
produced 
a paper, 
for her to sign, making over her interest 
iu the common concerns to him . 
She 
dem urred, when he seized a five-pound 
lard-can half full of salt, and as she rose 
from the table to flee, he flung this mis­ 
sile at her, striking her in the abdomen 
so violently that her lower limbs were 
paralyzsd for the time being. 
She 
alleges that Cohn is a frequenter of 
houses oi ill-fame, and th at he squan­ 
ders all he earns on lewd women. 
All she asked was th at she be granted 
a decree of divorce and a piece of prop­ 
erty in Albuquerque worth about $1,500, 
with a small mortgage on it.

precautionary measures- the woman was 
struck by tbe pilot end w w throw n to 
the track. The train was brought to a 
standstill within thirty .aet of the acci­ 
dent, but the woman’s legs being entan­ 
gled in the pilot, she had been dragged 
along the track, finally dropping from 
the bridge to the ground below, a dis­ 
tance of about eleven feet. 
She was 
picked up as soon as possible and the 
patrol wagon summoned. 
She was con­ 
veyed to the Receiving Hospital at the 
Police Station, where Drs. Morrison and 
Lasher were in attendance, b at she died 
at 11:30 o’clock.

WORKING WOMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


W fc s l I t P r o p o se s to E M o M t s b I n 
L o s A n geles.- 
A new organization, called th e W ork­ 
ing Women’s Association, has been es­ 
tablished in the city, and the following 
have been elected offioers; President, 
R ath Beryman R idges; First Vice-Pres­ 
ident, Theoda W ilkins. M. D i; Record­ 
ing Secretary, Amanda M ayer H oya; 
Corresponding Secretary, B ertha S. W il­ 
kins, and Treasurer, Augusta Foss. The 
object of this organization is “ to benefit 
in every legitimate way th e working wo­ 
men of Los Angeles, and to increase 
among them the spirit of mutual assist­ 
ance ; also to lend a helping hand to ev­ 
ery woman in need, whenever possible.” 
It is proposed to establish as soon as 
practicable a dining and lunch room for 
wgmen, where members of tbe organiza­ 
tion may obtain meals, or where they 
can take their own lunches to a pleasant 
room, where good literature will be at 
their command. 
No m an not accom­ 
panied by a woman will be adm itted to 
this restaurant. It is also proposed to 
establish a reading room and a gym na­ 
sium, and to give entertainm ents, socials 
and lectures ou various useful subjects. 
The meetings take place on the first and 
third Wednesdays of each m onth. 
The organization held their regular 
meeting last night, at 169 Sonth Spring* 
street. After the opening exercises, an 
article from the Union Signal on work­ 
ing girl’s societies of New York and other 
eastern cities was read.

of Praise. 


The fact that after the G. A. R. com­ 
mittee had departed Tuesday evening 
no other complainants appeared before 
the Board of Managers, left that body to 
infar that the veterans were of the opin­ 
ion that the day’s proceedings were over, 
■o it was decided to give them a farther 
notification to present themselves. At 
the sapper table it was therefore an­ 
nounced that the taking of testimony 
woold be continued the following morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock, and in response some 
eight or nine men with grievances were 
on hand when the board entered into 
(•salon. The testimony given was on a 
par with that of the day previous, no 
new developments of any description be­ 
ing brought out in evidence. 
A few minutes after the whistle an­ 
nounced the arrival of the Los Angeles 
and Pacific train from Los Angeles, the 
G. A, R. committee, which had been 
requested to be present, put in an ap­ 
pearance, the visitors being J. E. Me- 
Comas, M. Madge, M. F. Tarble, D. W. 
Field, H. V. Van Dasen, F. W. Tyler, 
A. E. Meiggs, J. W. Francis, G. fi. Gard, 
Robt. Cumming, Irwin Barr and P. T. 
Bridges. The proceedings were opened 
by Colonel Harris stating that the board 
desired to hear what the G. A. R. com­ 
mittee had to say regarding the Home, 
whereupon üie IuUuwíük ¿óüjarkñ rtSrí 
made by Colonel Mudge: ‘‘There were 
reports of mismanagement of the Home 
in the newspapers, and a meeting was 
called of G. A. R. men of Los Angeles, 
and a committee appointed consisting of 
representatives of the surrounding Posts. 
The members of that committee visited 
the Home next day, and made the follow­ 
ing report.” 
The document referred to was then 
read, as were also the resolutions adopted 
at the G. A. R. meeting in Los Angeles 
Si the 14th of September. 
Colonel 
udge then stated that the committee 
did not ask for the removal of the Gov­ 
ernor for any motive whatever, that it 
simply wanted to know if he were quali­ 
fied for the place. 
Col. Harris, Acting President of the 
board, responded as follows: 
“The 
Board of Managers appreciates your 
statements, but as we are the ones who 
must act we propose to have all the tes­ 
timony before we do. The board, or a 
portion of it, always proceeds as it did 
yesterday, by giving notice to the men 
that itahe; had any complaints to make 
to present themselves, and if this action 
of yours had not been taken we would 
have been here and proceeded just the 
same. We hear the men directly, and 
when a complaint is well founded it is 
acted upon at once. In regard to the 
procedure today you can hardly expect 
us to find a verdict upon such testimony 
as you have heard. It seems to have 
been entirely ex parte and we propose to 
take it up where you left off. I presume, 
gentlemen, you would not have os pro­ 
ceed in any other way ?” 
Col. Markham then said: " I don’t 
know that I can add anything to what 
Col. Harris has said. I have learned a 
great many things by going from Home 
to Home, and this board, after twenty- 
one years experience, has studied up 
the various methods of handling the 
members of the Homes. The managers 
do not have a cent’s compensation, only 
their bare expenses are paid. 
Col. 
Harris has been on the board twelve 
years. I have talked with him a great deal 
myself. I have listened to a great many 
complaints here, and this I can say, that 
the men are always treated kindly. I 
can say to you that the interests of fhe 
men were looked after. This is a new 
Home, and many of the men were 
never in one before. A great many 
feel that they ought to rush into print. 
There are certain things here that I have 
talked 
over 
with 
the board. Col­ 
onel Treichel is entitled to your sym­ 
pathy. 
Very serious charges have been 
made against him and if they are not 
true, a great injury has been done to a 
fellow-soldier. If they are true he ought 
to respond to them in some form.” 
The investigation then started by Col­ 
onel Harris looking over the resolutions. 
He said, “ I see that you sav that the 
hospital supplies are bad and yet you 
compliment the Surgeon. 
In addition 
there have been grave charges under 
oath, and dishonesty is charged. 
We 
will look into this and fix the responsi­ 
bility where it belongs. You gentlemen 
have evidently not made a complete ex­ 
amination, or you would not have made 
the report.” 
Department Commander Gard then 
explained that he had pursued his in­ 
vestigation alone, and that he had inter­ 
viewed about thirty m en; and all being 
apparently in the same frame of mind, 
he had regarded the feeling as unani­ 
mous. 
Col. Harris—I understand that, but 
that is not the point. 
We want to fix 
the responsibility. The diet list is made 
out by the 8urgeon, and if there is any 
deficiency he is responsible. 
You do 
not seem to have gone that far. 
Gard—We do not presume that far. 
Harris—You were wrong. 
Gard—Technically. 
Harris—No; substantially. 
Markham—What made the committee 
act so hastily ? 
Gard—I do not know. 
I did not go 
into the room with the committee. 
Secretary Tarble, of the committee, 
then explained that the committee or­ 
ganised in a hurry, and they thought 
they ought to act at once. 
Harris—Yes, but you have made ex 
parte statements, and your findings are 
serious. 
Some small speech-making followed, 1b 
which Colonels Harris and Markham 
explained the manner in which the board 
worked, and how it was always ready 
and willing to hear any grievances. Also 
what system was adopted for the remedy 
of snch grievances. Colonel Markham 
stated that every soldier had a right to 
pat in a complaint before anv of the 
managers or the board at any time, but 
that no complaints had been received 
from this Home. 
Col. Mndge, Chairman of the G. A. R. 
committee, then jumped to his feet and 
said: “III have made a mistake, I per­ 
sonally beg Governor Treichel’e pardon. 
It eeems we have clamed where we 
should not.” 
Farther explanations about the rights 
of soldiers to make complaints then fol­ 
lowed by the board,and then Oommittee- 
man Ferris asked: “ Why are citizens 
employed here.” 
Hams—The beet answer is given in 
the testimony hare. The meat is bad 
and the cook is no good. Well, he is an 


old soldier. Citisens are only employed 
when their places cannot be filled by 
members of the branch. 
Taking of testimony then began by the 
introduction of James F. Fish, who stated 
that he was head nnrse in the hospital. 
He complained of the food not beiog 
good enough. He said that he came be­ 
cause be was sent for, not that he wished 
to m ike any complaint. "In the hos­ 
pital we have good food.” he continued. 
l‘The patients are monthly rationed, and 
are satisfied and contented. I never went 
to the Governor with any complaint.” 
George E. Wise, quartermaster, was 
then called, it being understood that all 
of the witnesses being introduced were 
being brought by the G. A. R. commit­ 
tee in connection with their report. He 
•aid: " I have no complaint to make. I 
never said that I swore at the men when 
before the G. A. R. committee. I did 
not recognize their authority.” 
W. B. Clothier, of Co. A, Fourth Cali 
fornia Infantry, was next—" I have no 
cause of complaint to state to the board. 
I am an Inspecting Sergeant, appointed 
by the Board of Survey. There was an 
order appointing three of us to inspect 
the beef. 
We made one inspection 
about two months ago. I had the oppor­ 
tunity to voluntarily inspect the meat, 
bat did not consider it my duty unless 
called upon.” 
Fred Pratt, of the Third New York— 
" I have no complaint to make. [This 
was the man who had on the occasion of 
being called upon by the G. A. R. com 
mittee, contradicted theTW&un* as regards 
the statement purported to have Deen 
made by him.] 
A man called Fair­ 
banks [the Tribune's special commis­ 
sioner] came to me and asked me about 
the food. I told him that it was passa­ 
ble, but one day it was bad. I get $20 a 
m onth; the civilians get $2.50 a day. I 
think that the inmates can do the work. 
There are three of us in the carpenter 
shop.” 
Adjournment was then taken 
for 
lunch, and, as on the day previous, the 
Governor offered the hospitality of hie 
residence to the visitors, and there a cold 
repast was served and enjoyed. 
On reconvening the first witnesB called 
was the Commissary, George Roberts. 
He explained his duties and then the 
requisitions for meat, which he said was 
ordered by Major Erdman. "A Board 
of Inspectors,” he said,"waB appointed 
bv the Governor, and they inspected it. 
We do not get tenderloin and sirloin. I 
have reported the quality of the meat to 
Major Erdman and the Governor. Major 
Erdman said that the best meat could 
not be obtained for five cents. I have 
never made an official report. 
I have 
never received or served any tainted 
meat.” 
John Dwyer said that he was the Com­ 
missary Sergeant from July to March. 
He was present when the announcement 
was made asking for complaints, but he 
had none to make. He had nothing to 
complain of in food, clothes or treat­ 
ment. 
Chaplain Millard was next put on the 
stand. He made a very flowery oration, 
in which he called the Home a prison, 
and he read a letter from a friend of his 
called Riley Hobson, who complained of 
cruelty because be was imprisoned on one 
occasion. He then read a communication 
from himself replete with quotations and 
proverbs, in fact, a sermon on a small 
scale. He also gave a hit at the Board 
of Managers for keeping the men in the 
eun while waiting for their testimony. 
At the conclusion of his oration Col­ 
onel Harris asked who wrote the letter, 
and Chaplain Millard acknowledged that 
he did. 
A STAGGERER. 
Then Colonel Harris handed a docu­ 
ment to the Chaplain and asked him to 
read it aloud also. Millard did so, drop­ 
ping his voice into a minor key and com­ 
pletely knocked himself oat. The docu­ 
ment was from a man called M. Meagher, 
an inmate of the hospital, who spoke of 
"the beautiful, well corducted and well 
managed Home,” who showered encom­ 
iums of praiBe on the Doctor and also the 
Steward. It also was a complete rever­ 
sion of Millard’s statements. 
The Chaplain then wanted to read 
some more communications; some from 
himself and one from another friend, all 
couched in hiB own language; but every­ 
one being by this time tired, a request 
was made to him by Commander Gard 
for him to file his letter and not occupy 
so much time. This was done and the 
Chaplain departed. 
Edward O’Neill was the next witness. 
He said that he had not come on his own 
accord. He complained that the meat, 
coffee, potatoes and turnips were poor. 
He did not think that there was enough 
He also asked if the board would supply 
them with newspapers. 
Louis Edelmau next testified. He said 
that he did not come to make any com­ 
plaint, but had been sent for. He was 
cook. The meat he had handled was 
bad for cooking purposes, but it bad 
never been tainted. 
He had never 
cooked any bad meat. When the meat 
was not of good qnality he did not call 
the attention of the Governor or any su­ 
perior officer to it. 
Commander Gard then arose and said 
that he thought that some of the evi­ 
dence ought to be taken of men who 
have been discharged from the Home. 
He said he was satisfied that the Board 
of Managers would thoroughly inquire 
into the matter. 
Colonel Harris said that the presence 
of the board was a sufficient indication 
of that. 
WORDS OF PRAISE. 
At this juncture an infirm old veteran 
on crutches named McNally burst into 
the room and wanted to speak. He was 
asked if he had any complaints to make, 
and said no, but that he wanted to give 
words of praise. Col. Harris said that 
he could not hear them now, and the 
old man left, lavishing words of gratitude 
to the Governor, and said that when the 
Colonel went he would go, too. 
Committeeman Field having made a 
statement about some of the G. A. R. 
men being in the hospital and poorhouee, 
Col. Harris said that many members of 
the eastern branch were In like institu­ 
tions. 
E. S. Merritt then came in as witness, 
and said that this was his first experi­ 
ence in any Home. He wished to make 
his statement in writing, and this was 
granted to him. 
Dr. Hasse was then called on for some 
particulars regarding Riley Hobson, the 
man whoee statement was read by Chap­ 
lain Millard. The doctor eaid that Hob­ 
son was not in the hoepital; that he 
complained of his eyes. 
When asked 
what he thought of it, he said that in his 
opinion the man coaid see when he 
wanted to. 
Hobson had applied to 
have even the work of making up his 
bed taken away from him. 
" I do not 
think him perfectly sane,” the doctor 
continued; ’‘but I think that he knows 
enough for small matters. He absolutely 
refused to do anything.” 
This concluded the afternoon’s pro­ 
ceedings, and adjonrnment was taken 
until 9 o’clock this morning. 
TWO OF THE "KICKERS.” 
As an Idea of who the chief complain­ 
ants are, the following cases are quoted 
from the official records: 
George Davis, who claimed that the 
Governor was suffering from mental 


aberration, was himself reported en be­ 
fore admission as being 'scarcely in pos­ 
session of his faculties. 
M. L. Higgins, one of the worst kick­ 
ers, and who talked about not seeing the 
flag he had fought fer, only served in the 
118th Ohio from September, 1862, to 
March, 1863, when his resignation on 
account of incompetency was tendered 
and accepted.

First Meeting of the Inter­ 
national Congress. 


PBKM1KR 
BLAINE’S 
ADDRESS. 


The Delegates Hade W armly Wei- 
•em e—Receptisn and Lnneh 
a t the W hite House. 


(Associated Press D ispatches to th e H erald. 1 


W ahhihgton, October 2.—The dele­ 
gates to the International American Con­ 
gress assem bled at the State Departm ent 
today, and proceeded in a body to the 
diplomatic reception-room, where they 
w ere presented to Secretary Blaine, who 
delivered a felicitous address of welcome. 
M r. Blaine Baid: 
“ Gentlemen of the International Con/tv 
ence: 
$ 
“ Speaking for the Government of the 
U nited States, I bid yon welcome to this 
capital. 
Speaking for the people of the 
U nited States, I bid you welcome to 
every section and to every State of the 
U nion. 
You come in response to an in­ 
vitation extended by the President, on 
the special authorization of Congress. 
Y our presence here is no ordinary event. 
I t signifies much to the people of all 
A merica today. It may sigoify far more 
in days to come. 
No conference of na­ 
tions ever assembled to consider the wel­ 
fare of territorial possessions so vast, and 
to contemplate possibilities of the future 
so great and so inspiring. 
Those now 
Bitting within these walls are empowered 
to speak for nations whose borders are 
on both 
great 
oceans, and 
whose 
northern lim its are touched by Arc­ 
tic 
waters 
for 
thousands of miles 
beyond the Straits of Bering; whose 
southern extension furnishes hum an hab­ 
itations farther below the equator than is 
elsewhere possible on the globe. 
While 
considerations of this character m ust in­ 
spire Americans, both South and North, 
w ith the liveliest anticipations of future 
grandeur and power, they m ust also im ­ 
press them w ith a sense of gravest re­ 
sponsibility touching the character and 
development of their respective nation­ 
alities. 
The delegates whom 1 am ad­ 
dressing can do much to establish per­ 
m anent relations of confidence, respect 
and friendship between the nations which 
they represent. They can show to the 
world an honorable, peaceful conferenco 
of seventeen independent American pow­ 
ers, in which all shall m eet together on 
term s of absolute equality; a conference 
in which there can be no attem pt to co­ 
erce a single delegate against his own 
conception of the interests of his nation; 
a conference which will perm it no secret 
understanding 
on any subject, 
but 
will 
frankly 
publish to the world 
all 
its 
conclusions; 
a 
conference 
which 
will 
tolerate 
no 
spirit 
of 
conquest, but will aim to cultivate 
an American sym pathy as broad as both 
continents; a conference which will from 
no selfish 
alliance against the older 
nations from which we are proud to 
claim i nheritance; a conference, in fine, 
which will seek nothing, propose noth­ 
ing, endure nothing that is not in the gen­ 
eral sense of all the delegates timely and 
wise and peaceful. 
‘•And yet we cannot be expected to 
forget th at our common fate has made 
us inhabitants of two continents which 
a t th e cloee of four centuries are still re­ 
garded beyond the seas as a new world. 
Like situations beget like sympathies 
and impose like duties. 
We meet in the 
firm belief that the nations of America 
ought to, and can be, more helpful each 
to the others than they now are, and that 
each will find advantage and profit from 
an enlarged intercourse with the others. 
“ W e believe th at we should be drawn 
together more closely by the highways of 
the sea, and th at at no distant day the 
railway systems of North and South 
America will meet upon the Isthm us 
and connect by land routes the political 
and commercial capitals of all America. 
We 
believe th at hearty co-operation 
based on hearty confidence, will save all 
the American States from the burdens 
and evils which have long and cruelly 
afflicted the older nations of the world. 
W e believe th at the spirit of justice of 
a common and equal interest between 
the American States will leave no room 
for an artificial 
balance of 
power 
like 
unto th at 
which 
has 
led 
to wars abroad and drenched Europe in 
blood. 
We 
believe 
that friendship 
avowed with candor and m aintained with 
good faith, will remove from the Ameri­ 
can States the necessity of guarding the 
boundary lines between themselves with 
fortifications and m ilitary force. We 
believe th at standing armies, beyond 
those which are needful for public order 
and the safety of internal adm inistration, 
should be unknown on both American 
continents. We believe that friendship, 
and not force, the spirit of just law, and 
not the violence of the mob, should be 
th e recognized rule of adm inistration 
between American nations and in Ameri­ 
can nations. 
“ To these subjects and those which 
are cognate thereto, the attention of this 
conference is earnestly and cordially in­ 
vited by the Government of the United 
States. It will be a great gain when we 
shallbcquire th at common-confidence on 
which idl international friendship must 
rest. I t will be a greater gain when we 
shall be able to draw the people of all 
th e American nations into closer ac­ 
quaintance with each other, an end to be 
facilitated 
by 
more 
frequent 
and 
more rapid 
intercommunication. 
It 
will 
be 
the 
greatest 
gain 
when 
th e personal 
and 
commercial rela­ 
tions of the American States South 
and N orth, shall be so developed and 
regulated that each shall acquire the 
highest possible advantage from the en­ 
lightened and enlarged intercourse of all. 
Before the conference 
shall formally 
enter upon the discussion of the sub­ 
jects to be submitted to it, I am in­ 
structed by the President to invite all 
the delegates to be the guests of the 
Government, during a proposed visit to 
various sections of the country with the 
double view of showing to our friends 
from abroad the condition of the United 
States, and of giving to our people in 
th eir homes the privilege and pleasure of 
extending the warm hospitality of Amer­ 
icans to Americans.” 
The address was received with an 
am ount of enthusiasm somewhat re­ 
m arkable in a body of this character. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Blaine’s 
speech he withdrew. 
John B. H enderson acted as President 
pro tern. 
On motion of one of the South Amer­ 
ican delegates, the following resolution 
was adopted: 
Resolved, That the members of the 
International American Congress accept 
with pleasure the invitation of the Pres­ 
ident of the United States of America to 
be the guests of his Government in an 
excursion through the territory of the 


United States, and th a t we express our 
thanks for ¿aid invitation. 
A 
resolution 
was adopted 
nam ­ 
ing 
Blaine 
for 
President 
of 
the 
Gongrdss. 
A num ber of 
committees 
were appointed and the Congress ad­ 
journed till Monday, November 16th. 
Blaine then escorted the members to 
the W hite House. The President gave 
a 
special 
reception 
to 
the 
dele­ 
gates, one of 
the features of which 
was 
an 
informal 
lunch 
served 
in the State dining room at 2 o’clock. 
The reception took place in the blue 
parlor. The members were presented 
by Mr. Blaine, first to President H ar­ 
rison, then to Mrs. Harrison, and then to 
members of the Cabinet. After social 
interchange, the party repaired to the 
dining room and partook of lunch. 
The 
center-piece of the table was a large 
floral representation of 
the W estern 
Hemisphere. 
South American dishes 
and South American 
cigarettes were 
served. Everything was done to show 
honor to the different countries repre­ 
sented. 
A few of the delegates were in 
full court costume, but the majority 
were in plain civilian dress. The re­ 
ception lasted two hours and was alto­ 
gether informal.

W o r c e s t e r , M ass., October 2.—The 
Democratic State Convention was called 
to order this morning. The usual com­ 
m ittees were appointed. M r. N athan 
M athews, Jr., of Boston, was made Per­ 
m anent Chairm an. 
H o n .. W . E. lluesell, of Cambridge, 
was nominated for Governor. 
The ticket was completed as follows: 
Lieutenant-Governor, John W. Corcoran, 
of C linton; Secretary of State, W illiam 
M. 
Osgood, 
of 
Boston; 
Treasurer 
and 
Receiver, 
General 
E. 
B. 
M unn, of H olyoke; 
Auditor, D. T. 
Trefry, of M arblehead; Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, Elisha B. M aynard, of Springfield. 
The platform adopted endorses “ the 
ever living principles of Democracy,” 
the platform of the last Democratic 
National Convention; avows continued 
hearty support of tariffs reform, the ulti­ 
m ate iriuiupii*oi which is predicted; de­ 
m ands free raw m aterials and lower 
duties 
on necessities, and continues: 
“ W e believe free wool as in the bill 
passed by the Democratic majority of the 
last House of R ep re sen tativ e's essential 
to the prosperity of the woolen industry 
upon which that of thejwool-grower is 
dependent, while it will afford relief to 
all consumers of woolen goods.” 
It declares that free coal and iron ore 
and lower duties on pig iron are the only 
salvation for the iron industry of New 
E ngland; dem ands all m aterials for ship­ 
building to be m ade free of duty for the 
benefit of shipbuilders; favors the con­ 
tinuance of W hitney’s naval policy, fa­ 
vors the partial or entire reciprocity of 
trade between the U nited States and 
Canada, and closer commercial relations 
with Mexico, and condemns the arbitrary 
action of the Treasury D epartm ent in re­ 
spect to the im portation of M exican ores, 
which has already led to retaliatory 
measures disastrous to im portant Amer- 
can interests 
in 
M exico; denounces 
election frauds and opposes the scheme 
for a National election law. 
The platform then continues: 
“ We 
condemn the present Adm inistration for 
its narrow partisanship and low standard 
of public duty, standing in conspicuous 
contrast with the character of the recent 
Democratic adm inistration under Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. We condem n it for its 
surrender to the dictation of unscrupu­ 
lous political bosses, such as Malone, 
Quay and P la tt; for its utter betrayal of 
the cause of Civil Service R eform ; for 
its perversion of the pension machinery 
for distributing the National ibounty into 
a m eans of influencing votes; for its sale 
of high political offices for large contribu­ 
tions of money,by which it was placed in 
power, and for its sham eless nepotism, 
clearly indicative of th e conception that 
a public office is not a public truBt, but a 
private perquisite. 
“ Pension legislation for the benefit of 
invalid soldiers and sailors who fought 
for their country should be just and lib­ 
eral ; it should be adm inistered in a spirit 
of fairness and equity, and in accordance 
with the laws of Congress, but not in the 
interest of greedy claim agents, nor with 
the object of robbing the treasury. 
We 
condemn the ruling by which this Ad­ 
m inistration, in the reversal of a former 
decision, has thrown open the pension 
list to persons dishonorably discharged, 
as an outrage upon common sense, the 
degradation of w hat should be the roll of 
honor, and an insult to every true sol­ 
dier.” 
Upon the liquor question it say s: “ We 
believe the present policy of th e State in 
m aking the sale of liquor a m atter of 
local option, to be decided by a vote of 
the people of each citv and town, works 
satisfactorily and should be m aintained.”

P h i l a d e l p h i a , October 2 .—The Na­ 
tional Civil Service Reform League m et 
again this morning. George 
Curtis was re-elected President. 
Resolutions were fram ed on the lines 
laid down in Curtis’ speech of last night, 
touching President H arrison in his rela­ 
tions to the Oivil Service, and passed. 
Sherman S. Rogers read a long series 
of resolutions, which 
were adopted, 
dealing with the treatm ent Civil Service 
Reform was receiving. 
The resolutions 
state that the execution of the law is se­

T he L ate Or. J . Camphell Shorb. 
N o common.man passed away day be­ 
fore yeeterday in the person of D r. J . 
Campbell Shorb. 
The 
telegram an­ 
nouncing his death came at too late an 
h o ar to adm it oí the proper editorial 
recognition. 
He was a m an of m ark in 
m any respects. H e began life under cir­ 
cum stances of onuaoal promise, having 
all the advantages accruing from dis­ 
tinguished birth, versatile and nnosnal 
talents and special physical endowments. 
Com ing from a noted M aryland family 
him self, he was connected by marriage 
early in life with the family of Vice-Pres­ 
ident D allas, a distinguished Philadel­ 
phia Democrat, who was only prevented 
from being President of the United States 
a t one thne by dissensions in the Penn­ 
sylvania'Democracy. The deceased choee 
m edicine as his profession, and ranked 
a t the head of his profession. 
H is 
education 
had been unusually thor­ 
ough. 
H e 
was 
a 
finished 
lin 
guist, 
had 
a 
mind 
unusually well 
stored with various and profound learn- 
!■*; and had the gift of a stirring and 
oraste oratory, w hichm ade him in great 
dem and all over the Pacific Coast. 
Dr. 
Shorb was a pronounced partisan, and 
gara to th e party of his choice, the 
Democracy, an enthusiastic and effective 
advocacy, which was utterly unstained 
b y hope of reward. 
He 
frequently 
neglected the exigent dem ands of his 
profession to go apon th e stum p for his 
•party, and his nam e has more than once 
graced th e electoral tickets of the Cali­ 
fornia Democracy, figuring as one of the 
electors a t large on th e Cleveland and 
Thurm an tioket dering the last cam­ 
paign. Few men who have participated 
in th e straggles of ’parties on this Coast 
could hold an audience with th e witch­ 
ing persuasion th a t characterized Dr. 
J . Campbell Shorb’s 
best oratorical 
efforts, and 
his 
appeals 
were en­ 
forced 
by 
the 
conviction 
of 
his 
sincerity, 
high 
political 
piiociplee 
and unselfishness. 
In private life he 
was charm ing to the last degree, and the 
circle of his friends was really coexten­ 
sive with the Coast. 
He was specially 
well known to Angelen os, and markedly 
endeared to them , both‘from his frequent 
appearances here on political misBions, 
and his numerous visits to his brother, 
Mr. J . de Barth Shorb, of Ban Marino. 
H is death will cast a shadow over both 
tffe social and political circles of this 
State. Of late years he was attaeked by 
a nervous disorder, which resulted in in­ 
somnia, rendering th e use of narcotics 
indispensable to him in the discharge of 
his arduous professional duties. 
An 
overdose of what was an essential to his 
im paired health resulted fatally, and 
California lost thereby an accomplished 
and valuable citizen, his profession an 
ornam ent, society one of its m ost con­ 
spicuous lights and th e Democratic party 
one of its most trusted and gallant lead­ 
ers.

T he Sacramento Record-Union, in its 
colamn of memorabilia of events in 
California thirty years agu, publishes the 
following ite m : 
“ Jeff" Gatewood (the man who claimed 
to have killed Joaquin M arietta) and 
Paterson Goodwyn fought a duel near 
Ban Andreas on the 16th of September, 
the weapons being rifles and the dis­ 
tance forty vards. Goodwyn was killed 
a t the first fire. M artin Rowan and R. 
Pope were Gatewood’s seconds, and W. 
S. Lewis and Major Glenn attended 
Goodwyn. 
The telegram announcing 
the affair stated th a t “ the principals 
displayed great bravery and gentlemanly 
deportm ent." 
This is the first- tim e the late Col. Gate­ 
wood has been oonnected with the kill­ 
ing of th e great bandit. Gatewood him ­ 
self never set up such claim, and he was 
not of the party th a t went out after 
Joaquin when h e was killed. Harry 
Love was the Captain of the party, and 
Jim Burns, an old Ranger and woods­ 
man, was the one who really brought 
the bandit down, although Lpve always 
claimed and got the credit of. it. The 
Gatewood-Good wyn duel was fought on 
the Kentucky ranch, near the south fork of 
the Calaveras, w ithin a few miles of the 
place where Joaquin had been killed in 
1852—seven years before.

W orld’s Fair of 1892 seems to be a jug- 
handled one as between New York and 
Chicago.

“ As to the statem ents th a t the 
Knights of Labor have

power and that they have no confidence 
in their executive officers, there is not a 
word of truth ia them . 
The order has 
been growing rapidly w ithin the last 
year, and the greatest cause of its growth 
is the feeling that the Executive Board 
is acting in a manner conducive to the 
best interests of the K nights." 
J. J . Holland, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
said- 
“ The whole animus of the oppo­ 
sition to Powderly originated in the pro­ 
cess of house-eleaning which we adopted 
some time ago, many unruly and bad 
elements being expelled. 
Since that 
time they have been making war on the 
management of the order, but with 
little success. In the South the negroeB 
are joining the order in great numbers. 
There is scarcely a doubt that an alli­ 
ance of some kind will be made between 
the Farm ers’ Alliance, the W heelers and 
the Knights of Labor.

In September, 1866, the 
schooner San Diego was seized by the 
revenue cutter Darwin in Bering sea for 
killing far seals, and was ordered to 
Sitka, where she and her cargo of 577 
skins were condemned by the Court. 
Barton Atkins, 
M arshal 
of 
Alaska, 
brought the skins to San Francisco and 
placed them in the hands of Davis, Ho- 
ber & Co., auctioneers, for sale. Handy 
& Co. enjoined the sale on the ground 
of lack of jurisdiction, claiming that the 
authority of the Alaskan Court did not 
hold here. 
They dem anded restitution 
of the ekins, which they valued at $2,000. 
Judge Sawyer overthrew their plea, giv­ 
ing judgm ent to Atkins. 
It is under­ 
stood th at the principle of this decision 
covers those seizures which have taken 
place in Bering sea at any time. 
It ap­ 
plies to the schooners San Jose and El­ 
len, which were seized in Bering sea last 
year and ordered to Sitka, but went to 
Drake’s bay and afterward came to this 
harbor. 
It also applies to those schoon­ 
ers which have run away with their 
prize crews, as it establishes the princi­ 
ple that the orders ol revenue uíuuurs 
when sustained by the courts, hold good 
everywhere in American waters.

Girl Who Gave up the lllU N lo n 
Just I n Tim e. 
The Rev. Alexander Dowie, the faith 
cure man, and solne of his disciples re­ 
cently came very near being responsible, 
it is charged, for the blindness of a young 
girl. 
She ia the daughter of the pastor 
of a German church on Fourth street. 
She and her brother were undergoing 
treatm ent by a prom inent oculist of this 
city for granular eyelids. 
In th e girl’s 
case ‘h's was com bined with growing 
opacity of the cornea. 
By a careful course of procedure com­ 
plete recovery was nearly attained for both 
the patients whea Mr. Dowie came to the 
city and preached the doctrine that per­ 
fect faith would serve to cure all diseaee. 
The brother continued under the care of 
the oculist, and for some time past has 
had perfect use of his eyes. The girl, 
however, was caught by the religious 
furor of the faith movement, and decided 
that she would get along without further 
hum an assistance. 
She left the doctor 
and took to regular attendance at prayer 
meeting. 
This coarse of treatm ent she m ain­ 
tained with perfect faith for a num ber of 
m onths, until she was very nearly blind. 
H er eyes steadily grew worse, until at 
last she neared tne point where recovery 
would have been impossible. The brother 
who had preferred science to prayer did 
not cease his efforts to have ber return !q 
the oguliet’e care, A t last she gave up 
her faith and went back to the oculist. 
This occurred several weeks ago, and 
since that time the oculist has been 
straggling against w hat seemed at first a 
hopeless case. The chances are now that 
her eyesight will be restored, although 
had she delayed a short tim e longer it 
would probably have been lost.

Indeed he declares he 
is scarcely free from one cold before he takes 
another: and ho is always exceedingly care­ 
ful.
